In a sketch of the life of his mother, 


Mme. Kudersclorif, Richard Mansfield 
relates the following': 


'•Mme. Rudersdorff sojourned dur- 


ing the early part of her life, and, in- 
deed, before her appearance on the 
stag*, at the court of the famed Duch- 
ess Sophia, of Baden, with whom she 
was a great favorite. It i<fcs, indeed, 
with tlie assistance and consent of the 
Duchess Sophia that she was, enabled 
to study under the great maestro, the 
Chevalier Mieheroux, the master of 
Clara Novello, Catharine Hayes and 
PaiU. Madame was in the habit of 
recounting many interesting- anec- 
dotes in connection with her life at 
the Badun court. Prince Napoleon 
(Plon Plon) wasat that time in Baden- 
Baden, and was much enamored of 
Mile. HudersdorlF. He went so far as 
to bring the regimental band to sere- 
nade her, and was incarcerated by the 
duchess, M ho \\ as a very severe disci- 
plinarieiinc, for this breach of marital 
etiquette. 
Many years later Mine. 


Ruderbdorif and the prince met in 
Paris when Napoleon 111 was on the 
throne. 
'All,' said the prince. 1 re- 


member you very \\ ell, madame, for 
you had me locked up once.' 


"Tlie Duchess Sophia was a very 


good housekeeper. 
Some said she 


practiced economy to the extent of par- 
simony. Certain" it is that Miss Grev- 
ille and Mme. Rudersdorff used to beg 
the champagne from the major domo 
for the king of \Yurtembcrg on the 
occasion of his visit to the Baden 
court. When her royal highness had 
visitors, her favorite refreshment, in 
the shape of hard boiled eg"- in a taste 
do bouillon, was invariably handed 
round. 
Not to partake of it was to 


incur the displeasure of tlie duchess. 
When the bluff old kill" of Wurtcm- 
berg arrived, the bouillon with the 
egg°niade its appearance. It required 
practice to cat tlie egg with a spoon, it 
was BO very hard and so very slippery.

She 
behaved well, and on her marriage to 
a substantial linen draper Day cheer 
fully produced his promised dowry o 
£500. Poor Sabrina could by no means 
qualify for Mr. Day.

ger no discipline could fortify her 
When Day dropped melting sealing 
wax on her arms she flinched, ant 
when he fired pistols at her garments 
she started ana screamed. When h 
told her secrets she divulged them. H 
packed her off to an ordinary boarding 
school, kept her there for three years 
allowed her £50 a year, and gave he 
£500 on her marriage to a barrister 
and when she became a widow, wit! 
two boys, lie pensioned her with £31 
a year. In 1788 he married Mis. 
Milnes, of Wakefield, a lady whow 
opinions coincided with his own.

was killed on Sept. 28, 1788, by a kick 
from a young horse, which lie was 
trying to train on a new method.—

The Human Factor In Slums. 


Mr. Frederick Greenwood, iu a dis 


cussion in The Nineteenth Century of 
"Misery in great cities," maintains 
that tlie slums and squalid dens that 
abound in London and other enor- 
mous cities "correspond far more than 
most kind souls are willing to per- 
ceive to the measure of depravity and 
weakness of the human mind; and at 
the same time to the proportion of inca- 
pables in a state of society which does 
not allow its incapables to perish." 
Every village and town has its bad 
spots"and its centers of degraded pop- 
ulation, corresponding in extent with 
its size; and it is only the vast extent 
of the mischief in London, commen- 
surate with the dimensions of the city, 
and the appalling magnitude of the 
problems which it suggests, that ex- 
cite so much commiseration and 
alarm. Hence it may be concluded 
that any local and spasmodic efforts to 
ameliorate the evils that exist are des- 
tined to only a very limited success, 
and that permanent advantage is like- 
ly to accrue only from measures that 
tend to raise the general social con- 
dition.—Washington Star.

A Republican judge of the Supreme 


court in Michigan has rendered a decision 
in a case before him that will be a perfect 
godsend to editors of newspapers who do 
not believe that a party nomination gives 
a candidate for congress a patent of no- 
bility, and according to the court it is no 
cri-i e to my that a man is not fit for the 
otliee. This will doubtk-fn serve to un- 
loose the tongues of editors who are con- 
vinced of the 
threes of candidate?. 


It has come to l e considered an almost 
unpardonable (iffer.se for a newspaper to 
question the urifUr.efsof a candidate who 
has shown himself tinar! enough to get 


11 nomination lit the hands of his party 


'-nth-n; but the highest court in a 


state, having decided that it is not crimi- 
nal for a party newspaper to question the 
fitness of a man, or to cull him n fool or 
tin ignoramus, it will je better not to 
riek haying the party organ make such 
breaks 'ns that by nominating men to 
whom sr.c-h names cannot be applied. The 
court eays: "The constitution has fixed 
no grade of mind which is necessary to 
qualify a person for n seat in congress- 
* * * There is no moral delinquency, 
but in effect the imputation is that the 
plaintiff, a candidate for congress, is 
ignoranf, uneducated and mentally dis- 
qualified to represent the people of this 
district in that body. * * * I think 
it cannot be held that they were libelous. 
The demurrer should be sustained." 
It 


will be a great step forward when the 
same doctrine is held in other states. 
It is putting a candidate on his merits to 
hold that it is no libel to say of him that 
he is uneducated, ignorant and mentally 
disqualified for a seat in congress, or in 
the legislature, or on the jench, or in any 
other office—provided it is true. If the 
people choose to elect him, that is their 
lookout; but they ought to have a chance 
to find it out.
